And whereas it is desirable that the 
operations of the railway be conducted in 
accordance with good business practices 
consonant with the development of the 
Province: 


Commissioners are hereby appointed to 
make inquiry into and concerning all 
aspects of the management and develop- 
ment of the British Columbia Railway 
(“the railway”) and the participation of 
the Crown therein as shareholder, and in 
so doing to inquire particularly into 

(a) the relationship of the railway to 
the economic and social well-being 
of the Province and in particular 
those parts of the Province pres- 
ently served or proposed to be 
served by the railway; 
the relationship of the railway with 
other transportation facilities; 
the foreseeable financial require- 
ments of the railway for all pur- 
poses; 
the over-all operation of the rail- 
way; 
the accounting procedures utilized 
by the railway; 
the procedures utilized by the rail- 
way for the acquisition of mate- 
rials, equipment, and supplies; 
the procedures utilized by the rail- 
way for the planning and construc- 
tion of any part of its undertaking 
and the implementation thereof; 
the viability of the railway as it has 
existed and operated and the desir- 
ability of effecting any changes: 
the legislation applicable to the 
railway and the desirability of 
revision; 
and report their findings and recommen- 
dations to the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council in accordance with the Act:

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 


(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
2 the Clerk of the House the sum of 

300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 
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(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
1034 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.

districts incorporated under the Water 
Act, be dissolved and all of the assets, 
rights, claims, obligations, liabilities, con- 
tracts, agreements, and by-laws of the said 
Brentwood Waterworks District be trans- 
ferred to The Corporation of the District 
of Central Saanich, and further that all of 
the assets, rights, claims, obligations, lia- 
bilities, contracts, agreements, and by-laws 
of the said Deep Cove Waterworks Dis- 
trict be transferred to the District of 
North Saanich, and further that all of the 
assets, rights, claims, obligations, liabili- 
ties, contracts, agreements, and by-laws of 
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the said Sidney Waterworks District be 
transferred to the Town of Sidney: 

And whereas it is deemed to be desir- 
able and expedient that the Capital Re- 
gional District be granted the function of 
water supply for the area comprised of 
the lands within the boundaries of The 
Corporation of the District of Central 
Saanich, the District of North Saanich, 
and the Town of Sidney: 

Now know ye that, by these presents, 
We do order and proclaim that the follow- 
ing be added to the objects, powers, obli- 
gations, duties, limitations, and conditions 
of the Capital Regional District: 


“Division X V1I—Water Supply 
(Saanich Peninsula) 


“1. Only the member municipalities of 
The Corporation of the District of Cen- 
tral Saanich, the District of North Saan- 
ich, and the Town of Sidney participate 
in this function and share in the cost 
thereof: 

“2. The regional district is empowered 
to purchase water and to acquire, design, 
construct, reconstruct, purchase, maintain, 
and operate facilities and to acquire all 
such real property, easements, rights-of- 
way, licences. rights, or authorities for 
the purpose of supplying water to The 
Corporation of the District of Central 
Saanich, the District of North Saanich, 
and the Town of Sidney for distribution 
by those municipalities in conformity with 
the planning policies contained in the 
Official Community Plans, and Official 
Regional Plans adopted under the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Act. 

“3. The regional district is empowered 
by by-law to fix rates and charges for the 
supply of water to The Corporation of 
the District of Central Saanich, the Dis- 
trict of North Saanich, and the Town of 
Sidney for distribution only within mu- 
nicipal boundaries, except with the con- 
sent of the Regional Board, and the pro- 
visions of section 568 of the Municipal 
Act, mutatis mutandis, apply to the re- 
gional district. 

“4. For the purpose of this function 
all assets, rights, claims, obligations, lia- 
bilities, contracts, and agreements of the 
participating member municipalities with 
respect to water supply only, including 
those formerly held by the Brentwood 
Waterworks District, the Deep Cove Wa- 
terworks District, and the Sidney Water- 
works District are hereby transferred to 
the regional district in trust for the use 
and enjoyment of and fulfilment by the 
participating member municipalities; pro- 
vided, however, that the transfer of real 
property together with any improvements 
thereon or therein may at the discretion 
of the municipality be by lease to the 
regional district for water supply pur- 
poses. Any initial lease entered into in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
paragraph shall be at a nominal rental of 
$1 (one dollar) per annum and the term 
shall not exceed 10 years and it shall be 
renewable upon such terms agreeable to 
the owner municipality and the regional 
district; provided, however, in the event 
of a dispute between the two parties rela- 
tive to the renewal of the lease, any issue 
in dispute shall be referred to the Comp- 
troller of Water Rights, whose decision 
shall be binding upon both parties. 

“§ For the purpose of this function, 
by-laws of the participating member mu- 
nicipalities, including those of the former 
Brentwood Waterworks District, the Deep 
Cove Waterworks District, and the Sidney 
Waterworks District shall be deemed to 
be by-laws of the regional district where 
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such by-laws or parts thereof relate to 
water supply, and the said by-laws or 
applicable parts thereof, as the case may 
be, shall be administered by the regional 
district and be amended or repealed by 
the Regional Board on the advice of the 
Saanich Peninsula Water Commission 
herein provided for. 

“6. For the year 1977 only, that part 
of the annual budget of the regional dis- 
trict which includes provision for the 
function granted by this Division shall, 
before coming into force and effect, be 
approved by the Inspector of Municipali- 
ties. 

“7, The annual net cost attributable to 
the function granted by this Division, 
including any annual debt charges, shall 
be apportioned among the member mu- 
nicipalities liable to share such costs on 
the basis of 50 per cent by census popula- 
tion and 50 per cent by net taxable value 
of land and improvements for school 
purposes, except those properties taxable 
for school purposes only by special Act. 

“8. For the purposes of subsection (7) 
of section 786 of the Municipal Act, the 
Inspector of Municipalities may establish 
the amount of debt that may be incurred 
for this function. 

“9. There is hereby established a Saan- 
ich Peninsula Water Commission which 
shall consist of 11 members as follows: 

(1) (a) Three members, one each 
appointed annually from and by 
the Council, of The Corporation 
of the District of Central Saanich, 
the District of North Saanich, and 
the Town of Sidney respectively; 

(b) three members, one each 
appointed on or before the 31st day 
of December 1976, from and by 
the Board of Trustees of the 
Brentwood Waterworks District. 
the Deep Cove Waterworks Dis- 
trict, and the Sidney Waterworks 
District respectively, each of whom 
shall hold office for a period of 
three years; and thereafter their 
successors, respectively, shall be 
appointed annually by the Coun- 
cils of The Corporation of the 
District of Central Saanich, the 
District of North Saanich, and the 
Town of Sidney; 

(c) those members of the Coun- 
cil of The Corporation of the 
District of Central Saanich, the 
District of North Saanich, and the 
Town of Sidney who are Directors 
of the Regional Board of the Capi- 
tal Regional District; 

(d) two members appointed 

annually by the Regional Board of 
the Capital Regional District, each 
of whom shall be a resident of 
one of the participating munici- 
palities but a person other than a 
member of the Board or of the 
Councils of The Corporation of 
the District of Central Saanich, 
the District of North Saanich, or 
the Town of Sidney: 
The Saanich Peninsula Water 
Commission shall, at its first meet- 
ing in each year, appoint a Chair- 
man and a Vice-Chairman from 
and by the members thereof to 
hold office for that year or until a 
successor is appointed: 


Should a member of the Commis- 
sion appointed under subparagraph 
(1) (5) hereof resign, or for some 
other reason vacate or cease to 
hold office, the Minister of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs and Housing shall 
appoint a successor; provided, 
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(3) 


however, that this provision shall 
cease to operate beyond the year 
1979. 

“10. It shall be the duty of the Saanich 

Peninsula Water Commission to 

(1) advise the Regional Board on 
water supply matters on its own 
initiative or where such matters 
are referred to it by the Regional 
Board or the Council of a partici- 
pating member municipality; 


(2) act as liaison between the Regional 
Board and the member municl- 
palities. 


“11. The Regional Board may, by by- 
law, delegate such administrative powers 
to the Saanich Peninsula Water Commis- 
sion as may be deemed expedient. 

“12. All matters concerned with the 
function of water supply granted by this 
Division requiring legislative action by 
the Regional Board shall be referred to 
the Saanich Peninsula Water Commission 
at least 30 days before being acted upon 
by the Regional Board. 

“13. The Regional Board shall appoint 
a Secretary who shall be responsible for 
the preparation, maintenance, and safe 
preservation of the minute books and 
other records of the transactions and other 
business of the Commission. 

“14. The minutes and reports of the 
Saanich Peninsula Water Commission 
shall be submitted to the Regional Board 
and to the participating member munici- 
palities.”
